I 
considered that, if any one could furnish the information called for, these parties were the 
most likely to be able to do so. 

I have now received communications from each of the parties applied to, but I regret to 
say that they all state they have no information whatever to enable them to comply with the 
requisition of The House. 

I have caused inquiry, also, to he made at the office of the Board of Supervision for the 
Poor in Scotland, hut with a similar result. 

In these circumstances, I am not aware of any course which can be adopted to obtain the 
information called for.
